Ever remember that your mission of mercy and blessing is unto all. This should 
ibdicate the extent of your sentiments of kindness, charity, and long-suffering towards 
the erring of mankind. If would increase in that knowledge so necessary for 
your labour of love, then ball bévthlcions of truth, whether 
spoken in the gentle whisperiags.of the Holy Spirit, or reflected in your own or the 
experience of others,—whether spoken in the glowing eloquence of the seraph, or in 
the sitnple prattle of the child.” Let all the work#of*your Father, as the 
@iiections of his wisdom, become so many minisiers of knowledge to aid in 
within you of that infinity of capacity which will prepare you for the 
accomplishment of your great mission as the sons of God and the saviours of men. 
you would successfully struggie for this happy consummation, live honestly before 
God and all men, that the hallowed influences of the Spirit may ever be with you to
